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Special Government Agents to Investi- 
gate Foreign Trade Conditions. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., July 5.—Action of 
the utmost importance to manufacturers and 
exporters of clocks, watches, jewelry and 
kindred lines has just been taken by the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor in ac 

rdance with the authorization contained 
n one of the annual appropriation bills 
passed at the last session of Congress set- 
ting aside $30,000 to pay the expenses of 
special agents to investigate trade condi- 
tions abroad with the object of promoting 
uur foreign commerce. Under the terms 
of this provision Secretary Metcalf is about 

) send five commissioners, two of whom 
will visit the Orient, while the others will 
go to Central America, South America and 
the West Indies. The agents are Raymond 
F. Crist and Prof. Hutchinson, who will be 
sent to the Orient, Charles M. Pepper, Dr. 
Edward Bedloe, ex-Consul-General to Can- 
ton, and Harry Burrill, who will visit the 
countries to the south of us. 

The commissioners, all of whom are well- 
posted men, will be attached to the Bureau 
of Manufactures in accordance with the 
terms of the act creating the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, which prescribes 
that “it shall be the province and duty of 
said Bureau under the direction of the Sec- 
retary to foster, promote and develop the 
various manufacturing industries of the 
United States, and markets for the same at 
home and abroad, domestic and foreign, by 
gathering, compiling, publishing and sup- 
plying all available and useful information 
concerning such industries and such mar- 
kets, and by such other methods and means 
as may be prescribed by law.” 

In view of the limited appropriation, Sec- 
retary Metcalf has decided that the funds 
at hand can best be spent in the Orient and 
in the Latin-American countries rather than 
in the great commercial countries of Eu- 
rope. It is generally understood that Con- 
gress next winter will make a material in- 
crease in the appropriation for this work, 
which may make it practicable to enlarge 
the staff of special agents and assign sev- 
eral to Europe and Africa. 

The commissioners who are about to de- 
part have been directed to make a careful 
investigation of the conditions that have 
made it possible for American exporters to 
build up a large export trade in certain 
lines, while equally energetic efforts to mar- 
ket other classes of merchandise have met 
with little or no success. Special attention 
will be given to an inquiry into the causes 
that have contributed to the success of our 
principal competitors in the markets in 
question, and all possible information on 
this point will be considered. 

In addition the commissioners will re- 
port upon transportation routes, docking and 

varehouse facilities, banking systems, inter- 
national rail and water ways; and in the 
Orient a special study will be made of the 
bstacles in the way of the prompt transit 
‘§ goods to interior points, the overcoming 

f which frequently adds greatly to the cost 

f merchandise, before it reaches its final 
lestination. Brief monthly reports will be 
made by the commissioners, and a general 
preliminary report will be made for trans 

ission to Congress early next session

rection of Major J. M. Carson, is makin; 
earnest efforts to get in active touch wit 
the manufacturers of the country, especiall 
those who are interested in foreign trad 
and those desiring to get foreign market 
for their products. In speaking of the worl 
of his bureau, Major Carson said: 
want the active co-operation of our manu 
facturers and merchants and to secure th 
[ realize we must establish intimate rela 
tions with them. One of the duties of tl 
bureau is to investigate trade conditions 
foreign countries, to the end that our mar 
ufacturers may occupy those markets wit 
their products.” 

To the suggestion that the bureau wou 
become a most useful agent in disposing of 
our surplus manufactured products, Major 
Carson said: “That will depend on tl 
character of the surplus. It would be mor: 
correct to say we will aim to dispose 
our surplus energy. To a large degree th 
foreign markets constitute an unknown fiel 
to manufacturers of the United States. U1 
til quite recently our own markets consume: 
almost the entire domestic output. In mam 
of the leading industrial branches we at 
meeting the requirements of the home mar 
ket and have a surplus, which is constantl) 
icreasing in bulk, owing to improvement 
in machinery, methods, and the push and 
enterprise of our manufacturers 

“Now, as a rule, this surplus is the over 
flow of products made for the home mar- 
ket, and regardless of superiority in qualit 
and refinement in pattern, is not acceptabl 
for many reasons to the people in foreig1 
countries whose patronage we seek. Th 
bureau will aim to enlighten our manufac 
turers regarding conditions in foreign mar 
kets, and will rely upon the sagacity and en 
terprise of our manufacturers to exten 
their sales where they have already a foot 
hold and secure entrance to markets where 
American manufactures are not known 

“We will not become agents to sell con 
modities. Our manufacturers must be theit 
own salesmen. They can succeed in con 
petition with their active rivals who hav 
for years been cultivating the field only by 
expending their surplus energy in manu 
facturing products especially to meet the 
wants and tastes of the people whose trade 
is sought.”

Durand & Co.’s Reply to the Recent 
Charges of the Ford Co. 

New Haven, Conn, July 5.—Grove J 
luttle, of this city, to-day, filed in the Su 
perior Court the following reply to the com 
plaint of the Ford Co., New Haven, against 
Durand & Co., Newark, N. J.: 

The defendant demurs to the plaintiff’s com- 
plaint for the following reasons: 

(1.) It is not alleged in said complaint when or 
where the defendant manufactured articles made 
of gold, or when or where the plaintiff pur 
chased the goods in question, nor is it stated said 
goods were not made or sold in this State, and 
the statute ot limitations has run against any 
and all claims made in this complaint, or that 
they were not made or sold in some other State 
where the law permits them to be so made or sold. 

(2.) It is not alleged that the plaintiff did not 
see and examine the goods it purchased and did 
not know that the goods were not stamped, when 
so purchased 

(3.) It is not alleged that the plaintiff was de 
ceived as to the kind, quality or condition of said 
goods, or as to the fact of said goods being 
stamped or not stamped by any representations of 
the defendant, or itssagent or agents 

(4.) It is not alleged that the said goods were 
not exactly what they were represented and ap- 
peared to be, and exactly what the plaintiff de- 
sired to purchase, and did in fact purchase. 

(5.) It is not alleged that the plaintiff gave any 
consideration whatever for the goods mentioned 
in the complaint. 

(6.) It is not alleged that the plaintiff sold any 
of said goods, and it is not alleged how or in 
what manner the plaintiff's good name and repu- 
tation has suffered any injury by reason of the 
purchase ef said goods 

(7.) The plaintiff, not having alleged that ‘t 
was deceived in the purchase of said goods, the 
rule of ‘“‘caveat emptor’ applies to this transac- 
tion. The plaintiff in this civil action can take 
nothing by reason of any prohibition of the crim- 
inal statute pleaded in this complaint. 

(8.) As far as appears in this complaint, the 
plaintiff is, at least, in “pari delicta’’ with the 
defendant as far as any violation of the criminal 
statute pleaded therein is concerned, and by reason 
thereof can take nothing thereby. 

(9.) As far as the matters alleged in Pars. 7 
and 8 of this complaint are concerned, no facts 
are stated showing that the defendant is in any 
way responsible for time spent, or money ex 
pended as alleged, because it does not appear that 
the defendant did not receive the goods it pur- 
chased in manner and kind it ordered. 

(10.) It is not alleged that the defendant ever 
agreed to take back any of the goods referred to 
in this complaint, or that any duty or obligation 
rested upon the defendant to take back said goods 
when requested to do so by the plaintiff.

Co., and Benedict & McFarland Co. have 
not been filed, but Mr. Benedict, to-day, 
filed schedules which disclosed liabilities as 
follows: Secured claims, $10,500; unse 
cured claims, $69,808.34; also accommoda 
tion paper aggregating $374,785.66.

Benedict has assets amounting to 
$270,121.45,

Career of William Wallace Milier. 

RocuHEster, N. Y., July 5.—William Wal 
lace Miller, 70 years old, who died, sud 
denly, at his residence, 571 Plymouth Ave., 
Monday evening, July 3, was, in his time, 
one of the most expert watch-case makers 
in this country. Mr. Miller was born in

When 18 years of age, he was made fore- 
man of the shop.

Finishing the term for which he had con- 
tracted, he engaged in business for himself.

Sweden. 

WasHINGTON, D? C., July 7—The new 
tariff for Sweden to cover the importation 
into that country for the years of 1905 
and 1906 contains the following provisions 
of interest to the trade:

first six months of 1904 constituted a season 
of declining trade, and of some strain 
among financial institutions. In compari 
son with the first half of 1903, when trade 
was distinctly lively, the failures thus far 
this year show an increase in number, but 
the aggregate of liabilities is about equal 
The number of failures so far this year are 
about the average of those occurring in the 
preceding five years 
The detailed report, published in Dun’s 
Review, gives 6,210 failures for the first half 
of 1905, with $55,904,585 as the total de- 
faulted indebtedness. In the corresponding 
six months of 1904 there were 6,214 failures, 
while liabilities were $79,490,909. In manu 
facturing lines, this year, there have been, 
thus far, 1,426 failures, with liabilities of 
$23,343,220, as compared with 1,463 failures 
in the first half of last vear, with liabilities 
of $27,418,992 
Trading insolvencies, thus far, in 1905, 


have been numbered $624, with debts of 
$28,894,578, while in the corresponding 


period of last year the trade defaults num 


bered 4,482, with liabilities of $34,270,584

hibit, although the corresponding period 
1904 was one of comparatively ligh 
mercial mortality 

For the month of June, exclusive of bank 
ing and financial insolvencies, the liabilities 
of strictly commercial defaults aggregated 
$8,777,913, which is less than the liabilities 
in any preceding month this year, except 
April, while only two months of 1904 re- 
corded smaller losses. 

In manufacturing occupations, June lia 
bilities amounted to $3,453,843, against $3, 
998,749 in the corresponding month of I: 
year. The classification has not yet ian

Maurice Brower returned several days 
ago from a visit to the pear] fisheries of 
the Wabash and Ohio rivers.

Stolen Jewels in the Orient. 


VER and over again have I insisted in 
these letters that the major portion of 
the gems of importance that have been 
stolen in recent years have been disposed of 
in India, Persia and Turkey, where the tend- 
ency of the natives to add jewels of this 
kind to their hoarded wealth, or else to 
adorn therewith their favorites in the se- 
crecy of their zenanas, or harems, renders 
their recovery almost impossible. It is 
therefore strange that the Tiffanys should 
have delayed until last week before cabling 
tc India to ascertain if anything was known 
there of the large and handsome stones 
which were stolen from their shop in New 
York more than two months ago. 

The stones in question have been too ac- 
curately described, and their appearance is 
too familiar to all the leading jewelers and 
dealers in precious stones in America and in 
Europe, to admit of their having been dis- 
posed of there by the thieves. It cannot 
be too strongly urged that all of the stones of 
any importance in the Old and in the New 
World are known to the leading jewelers 
and dealers—the only people who would 
command enough capital to purchase gems 
of this kind—and it would be impossible, for 
instance, to intrust to the Tiffanys the set- 
ting or recutting of any precious stone of 
importance without the experts at once 
recognizing it and being able to say whether 
or not the jewel had formed part of the 
plunder of some robbery. It is said that 
every shepherd is able to recognize each 
single sheep of his flock. In the same way, 
although to the ordinary layman jewels may 
present an extraordinary resemblance to one 
another, yet they are easily distinguishable 
to the expert jeweler. That is why jewel 
robbers never attempt to get rid of their 
booty either in Europe or in the United 
States, but send all their plunder to India 
If not only the luggage, but likewise the 
persons of the passengers, first as well as 
second and _ third carefully 
searched when the steamers of Europe ar- 
rived at Bombay, Madras, Calcutta and in 
the ports of Ceylon, many a time celebrated 
gems forming the loot of some sensational 
jewel robbery, either in Europe or in 
America, would be discovered by the au- 
thorities.

Power may be transmitted from one axis 
to another according to the angle they as- 
sume one toward the other by means also 
of linked couplings called in mechanics uni- 
versal joints. Concerning this method of 
transmission it may not be amiss to give a 
few words about C. H. Schneider, of Furt- 
wangen, which appeared in a former issue 
of the German Watchmaker’s Calendar, 
where under the caption “Leading off Rods 
for Tower Clocks,” he said: “We find

beveled gears in use wherever the angle be- 
tween the transmitting and receiving axis 
is right, acute or obtuse. For practical rea- 
sions, which lie essentially in the manufac- 
ture of the gears, right-angled gears are 
preferably used, a circumstance which often 
results in very complicated transmission. If 
on the other hand the axis follow one and 
the same direction their connection is often- 
est effected by means of the link-coupling 
known under the specific name of the Car- 
dan and also the Hooke joint. 

The construction of this joint, which we 
take it for granted is well-known, permits 
ako the transmission of power from one 
shaft to another when they do not lie in 
the same or similar direction but form an 
angle with each other thus affording an 
opportunity of substituting it in the place 
of the more generally used beveled gears 
offering particularly favorable application 
in all cases where the angle formed by the 
meeting of the axis is obtuse. Such use of 
the joint has often been made but in some 
cases the results have not been perfectly 
satisfactory; the movement of the hands is

not uniform when the customary construc- 
tion is closely followed. And this is the 
the more apparent the greater the diver- 
gence of the one axis is from the prolonga- 
tion of the other. This fact has led many 
while making repairs to replace the original 
transmission by couplings with that of 
beveled gears. When closely observed one 
may often see that in some turret clocks 
the hands move sometimes faster and some- 
times slower, a fault that lies in the in- 
correct arrangement of the couplings. 
Although the science of mechanics has 
long since indicated a method of trans- 
mitting a uniform motion from one shaft 
to another through the medium of jointed 
couplings, yet, from experiences made, this 


fact does not seem to be generally known 
to builders of turret clocks, consequently we 
desire to advance the following explana- 
tion: Fig. 6 shows the arrangement of the 
coupling when the axis, W: and Wsz depart 
from a common direction by the angle a 
and experience teaches that this arrange- 
ment always imparts a varying motion to 
axis We. even when that of the axis W; is 
perfectly uniform, By means o: calculations, 
which we shall naturally be compelled to 
omit here, but which nave been confirmed 
by experience, it can be proven that a con- 
stantly uniform motion may be attained if 
as we show in Fig. 7 an intermediate axis 
W be placed between the axis Wi: and W:; 
and forming with their prolongations the 
equal angles b and b*. In this case that 
angle b is equal to the half of angle a, or, 
a= 3b > 

Again, the uniform motion of the axis 
W, will be imparted, by means of an inter- 
mediate axis W, to the axis W2 when this 
latter lies in a parallel direction with W.

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The History of an Old Concern. 


ORE than two-thirds of a century has 
gone by, since the concern of which 
George H. Squire, of 1 Maiden Lane, New 
York, is the living representative, began do- 
ing business. The changes and vicissitudes 
of these 68 years have embraced everything 
from the days when trade was still con- 
ducted on the most primitive of lines, to 
these sophisticated ones, in which the nov- 
elty of to-day is superseded and forgotten 
in the sensation of to-morrow. 

The story of the progress and develop- 
ment of a representative business house can 
not fail to be of interest to the trade at 
large, especially if its history, as has that 
of the house of Squire, been intermingled 
with that of the general development. That 
here recounted, is given by 
George H. Squire himself. As Mr. Squire 
is still on the sunny side of 50, and as 
many of the circumstances and sidelights 
occurred that long or longer ago, he has 
taken the liberty of relying upon what was 
so frequently told in his presence, or re- 
counted to him in his younger years, Said 
Mr, Squire: 

“The business, of which my concern, or 
rather I myself am the outgrowth. was 
started in 1837, at 182 Bowery, then a slight- 
ly more ambitious and fashionable neigh- 
borhood than to-day. It was started by two 
uncles of mine and my father, Bela, Seth 
B. and Horatio Nelson Squire, the last one 
my father. 

“The Squires had been a loyal Connecti- 
cut family, whose first representative had 
come to America from England in 1642. 
The grandfather of the three foregoing 
brothers had been a Revolutionary soldier, 
loyal to the colonies. Their father, also 
named Bela, had been a blacksmith of Pleas- 
ant Valley, near Colebrook, Conn., and had 
been born in 1786. He became the father 
of 21—count ’em, 21 children, of whom 
these jewelers were three. 

“My father was the youngest of them, be- 
ing only 16 when the business was be- 
gun. Nevertheless he became its moving 
force. For, in 1840, Bela retired or with- 
drew, the other two continuing the store at 
the same stand. 

“But four years later, on his own initia- 
tive, my father determined upon a branch 
store in a neighborhood whose liveliness 
and briskness could not be surpassed, to wit, 
Fulton St., and so, in i844, under the 
name of Squire & Bro., the name adopted

| when Bela retired, the criginal firm name 


having been Squire Bros. & Co., No. 97 
Fulton St., became identified with the 
thought of fine jewelry, that property only 
being relinquished when the glory had de- 
parted from that neighborhood. 

“In 1853 my father purchased my re- 
maining uncle’s interest. In the meanwhile, 
across the way on Fulton St., there had 
been the jewelry firm of Jennings & Lan- 
der. T. D. Lander, a Newburgh man, and 
my father had become friends. With little 
ado they became partners under the firm 
name Squire & Lander. 

“Meanwhile the Bowery store had been 
abandoned. Lander’s death, in 1870, broke 
up this co-partnership, a union which had 
seen great changes in methods of trade, for 
the Civil War had passed during this in- 
terval, and had been succeeded by an ac- 
celerated trade spirit, which no longer tol- 
erated the hum-drum pace of ‘the splendid, 
idle 40’s,’ and the Walker low-tariff meth- 
ods of the 50’s. 

“Tt was in 1871 that I was inducted into 
trade, and you can well believe, the boys 
of those days worked under different con- 
ditions than those of to-day. In most mat- 
ters there have been improvements. 

“In 1884, my father took my younger 
brother, Frank J., as well as myself into 
partnership, under the firm name of H. N. 
Squire & Sons. Thus it remained till 1892, 
when my brother’s health having failed I 
bought him out, and we dropped the s in 
Sons, in the style. Thus until] 1894, when 
my father retired, full of years and honor. 
He died in 1897. Meanwhile I called my 
business H,. N, Squire’s Son. In 1901 I 
adopted my own name, and trust to continue 
with this for a good, long while. 

“We were the last of the jewelers to de- 
sert Fulton St. This was in 1889. Thence 
we removed to 18 John St., coming over 
here to Maiden Lane in 1898.” 

“A clear and concise recital, Mr. Squire. 
Talking of changes, mention some you re- 
call or that were told you.” 

“Oh, everything has been revolutionized, 
even in my own experience. When | first 
came to business the hours were from eight 
in the morning till six surely, and seven 
generally in the evening. Ours was a retail 
business always, and for weeks before 
Christmas and New Year we kept the store 
open till 12, or even one o'clock at night, 
opening again in the morning as early as we 
could get sleep out of our tired eyes.

correct any and all optical defects that eyes 
are heir to. This of course is the argument 
resorted to by the ignorant, for “there are 
none so blind as those who won't see,” as 
the old adage goes. 

I have in my mind's eye a doctor of op- 
tometry—God save the mark—who can 
read twenty twentieths with a plus one di- 
opter sphere before his eyes, and do it, 
too, with the greatest of ease, yet he claims 
he is an emmetrope and that the reason 
his eyesight is standard with such lenses 
on is becattse his acuity of vision is above 
the normal. 

He refuses to have a cycloplegic used in 
order to aid in the solution of the question, 
but prefers to claim that all methods but 
his Own are wrong simply because his 
method shows no error of refraction to be 
present in his own particular case.

Question No. 1233.—To Clean Brass 
Articles.—/ have a large number of brass 
pieces which have not been cleaned in some 
time. Can you tell me of any solution 
which will restore them to their original 
color? he BEY 

ANSWER: ways of 
cleaning brass. 
cleaned easily with a 
acid in water. which is very poisonous, To 
clean very dirty brass rub some bichromate 
of potassium, pour over it about twice the 
bulk of sulphuric acid and mix this with an 
equal quantity of water. Wash immedi- 
ately in plenty of water, wipe it and rub 
perfectly dry and polish with powdered rot- 
ten stone. By this method the dirtiest brass 
may be made immediately bright. Another 
solution for cleaning brass is finely pow- 
dered salammoniac with water to moisten; 
or rock alum 1 part, water 16 parts. The 
articles must be made warm first and fin- 
ished with fine tripoli. 

Question No. 1234,—Lacquer on a 
Steel Base.—Please inform us how to 
overcome the difficulty of holding lacquer 
on @ brass plated surface when it is on a 
steel base. Our experience of a year or 
more with this material is that a brass plate 
on steel, when carefully applied, ts very 
satisfactory, and the only difficulty we have 
met with is im the ability to uniformly re- 
tain the lacquer on the surface of this brass 
plated material. C.&6.2 2. fF. Go. 

ANSWER:—The _ principal why 
varnish and lacquer do not 
surface of any metal are, 
proper heating and being too smooth, or 
because such a surface is not free from 
some foreign substance. If the brass which 
you desire to lacquer is the product of a 
galvanic deposit on steel, cyanide of potas- 
sium might be such a foreign substance, or 
the same might have been used in connec- 
tion with such metal for some other® rea- 
son. If other substances are present, pick- 
ling will be a good remedy, if the presence 
of steel will allow such to be used. A 
pickle often used by brass founders consists 
of a mixture of nitric and sulphuric acid,

EGILDING or stripping gilt 
may be done by attaching the object 

to the positive pole of a battery and im- 

mersing it in a solution composed of one 

pound of cyanide dissolved in about one 

gallon of water. f

To Strip Silver—Electro-plated articles 
of brass, copper, or German silver can be 
stripped of the silver film, without any bat- 
tery, and without injuring the base metals 
to any extent, by dipping them in the fol- 


lowing solution, kept free from water: 
Sulphuric acid, 1 pint; pure nitric acid, 
2 ozs, 

The solution can be used cold, but it 


will take a longer time than if used hot. 
If the latter method be followed, more care 
must be taken in the operation, or else the 
articles become injured. It is there- 
fore advisable to use the liquid cold until 
experienced in the matter. 

Cyanide Stripping Solution—Iron and 
steel are stripped without any injury to 
themselves by dipping them into a bath of 
10 parts of cyanide of potassium and 100 
parts of water and connecting them with 
the positive pole of a battery. A wire or 
foil of platinum is attached to the negative 
pole. This is simply inverting the ordi- 
nary position of the poles, and the gold 
upon the iron or steel is partly dissolved 
in the solution of cyanide and partly de- 
posited upon the platinum anode, from 
which it is removed in a regular gilding 
bath. When there is only a mere film of 
gold upon iron or steel, it may be re- 
moved by the cyanide alone, without the 
aid of electricity, but this method is slow. 

Silver, copper and their alloys may also 
be stripped of gold by this process. But 
as the cyanide at the same time dissolves 
not only the gold but also the other metals, 
it is preferable to operate as follows: Sil-

and nitric acid (aqua regia), kept bottled 
is gradually added to it as the operation of 
stripping proceeds, 

The same sulphuric acid may last a long 


time, provided it is kept well covered, and 
the action of the acid mixture is promoted 
by additions, from time to time, of nitric 
and hydrochloric acids. The articles should 
be withdrawn often, in order to watch the 
operation, which is terminated when no 
traces of gold are seen, and when the cop- 
per acquires a uniform blackish-gray coating
